Birth recordsreflect WALDRON born 1/1/27, Lindale, 


Educatiom at Federal Institute of Business (FIB), 


Tyler, Texas, 5/44-12/44 and 9/46-3/47, verified. Mrs. J. B. 
CAREY, teacher, FIB, stated WALDRON "a sissy but well liked 

by other students.” Wo abnornal sexual tendencies developed 

re WALDRON during period of education. Former employment im - 
1947, 3, B, Sedberry Co., Tyler (formerly known as Glasco Co,, 
and later as Jay-Bee Manufacturing Co.), verified. SYBIL ' 
ZINN, Office Manager, considered WALDRON "sissy" and 'effeminate" 
as he "had more lace, silverware, and china than most stores," 
Neighborhood investigation at Tyler, Texas, favorable. Neigh- 
borhood at Arp, Texas, developed ROBERT WALDRON "gives appearance 
of being a sissy" possibly due to mother’s desire, at time of 
ROBERT WALDRON’s birth, to have a "girl" and "had taught him 
how to crochet and enbrodder ." Neighborhood, Henderson, TEXAS , 
developed WALDRON's mannerisms little on "sissy" or “feminine” 
side, Comments by references favorable. Associates stated | 
WALDRON effeminate im speech and mannerism, but mo | ‘knowledge 

of homosexual activity, Newspaper morgue, Tyler, reflecta no 
information re WALDRON, Credit and criminal re WALDRON and 
relatives favorable, Tyler (covers Arp), and i ia i ? exga. 
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ERNEST CHRISTIAN, Clerk, Smith County Clerk's 
Office, produced a single index to delayed births, Book AT, 
Page 557, which disclosed that ROBERT EARL WALDRON was 
born 11:30 am, January 1, 1927 at Lindale, Smith County, 
Texas, to CARL WILLIAM WALDRON, residence Lindale, Texas, 
at time of birth, white male, 29, foreman Misgouri-Pacific 
Railroad, and ANNIE MAE WOOD, residence Lindale, Texas, at 
time of birth, white female, 26, occupation housewife. 
This record disclosed the number of children including this 
birth, born to these parents, as two. The birth certificate 
was signed by E. W. CLEARWATER, M.D., Tyler, Texas. 
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JACK H, GOODWIN, President, Federal Institute of 
Business, advised his records reflect the following information 
concerning ROBERT EARL WALDRON. 


WALDRON enrolled in the Federal Institute of Business 
on January 10, 1944, and began day school May 29, 1944. His 
records reflected an address of Box 144, Arp, Texas, and his 
parents as Mr. and Mrs. C. W. WALDRON, same address. These 
records reflected WALDRON attended high school in Arp, graduating 
in 1944. 


During the time WALDRON attended the Federal Institute 
of Business, he was boarding at home in Arp, Texas. On December 20, 
1944, he discontinued his education to volunteer for the U. S. 
Navy and on September 3, 1946, re-entered school as a civilian ,to 
complete his business course. After graduating, WALDRON. was 
employed with Glasco Manufacturing Company in Tyler, Texas, which 
GOODWIN advised was no longer in business. WALDRON's records 
reflected he was an A-student and paces ved his ciploma _ March 13, 
1947. 


A review of the records reflect students that had en- 
rolled during the period of May 29, 1944, to December 20, 1944, 
and who GOODWIN believed might have knowledge regarding WALDRON 
as follows: 


(JACK CHELF, 1729 North Carlisle, Tyler, Texas, 
employed by Tyler Pipe and Foundry Company, 
Tyler, Texas; 


/FERRIS J. RENFRO, 724 South Augusta, Tyler, Texas, 
employed by Tyler Bank and Trust 
Company, Tybr, Texas, as cashier; 


JOE T. HUMPHRIES, school teacher at Robert E. Lee 
High School, Tyler, Texas. 


GOODWIN was interviewed regarding his knowledge of 
ROBERT EARL WALDRON and advised he recalls WALDRON as a student. 
He stated, however, he was not on the faculty full time from 1944 
until 1946 and his personal knowledge of WALDRON is limited. 
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He believed WALDRON to be of good moral character and reputation, 
and knew of nothing derogatory regarding his reputation. 


He stated Mr. and Mrs. L. W. HEISER, who are employed 
as teachers at the Federal Institute of Business, would probably 
knowmore about WALDRON than anyone else. He stated Mrs. J. B. 
CAREY, who is also employed as a teacher at the Federal Institute 
of Bushess, knew WALDRON personally and had him as a student in 
school, 


GOODWIN stated he had no knowledge concerning any 
association between ROBERT EARL WALDRON and WALTER WILSON JENKINS. 


—_ 
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Mrs. L. W. HEISER, 3213 Fernwood Drive, advised she 
and her husband have known ROBERT EARL WALDRON for approximately 
20 years. She advised WALDRON is an exceptionally good student 
and a conscientious student. She explained she had taught 
WALDRON a business and stenographic course in school and he 
excelled in shorthand. She described him as a “big brother" 
to all the other students in class and got along well with 
others. 


She advised WALDRON wasappreciative of the finer things 
in life and enjoyed traveling throughout the United States and 
Mexico. She recalled WALDRON joined the U. S. Navy in 1944 and 
after completing his tour of duty, returned to the Federal In- 
stitute of Business and took a refresher course from her. She 
stated he attended the University of Texas at Austin, Texas, and 
while a student there, worked for a Congressional Representative 
in Washington, D. C., and frequently traveled with him between 
‘Austin, Texas, and Washington, D.C. She stated both she and 
her husband have corresponded frequently with WALDRON over the 
years and described him as a wonderful person who is very con- 
siderate of others. 


Mrs. HEISER advised she knows of no associates of 
WALDRON inthe Tyler, Texas, area, except for herself and Mrs. 
J. B. CAREY, who is also a teacher at the Federal Institute 
of Business. 


Mrs. HEISER described WALDRON's moral character as un- 
impeachable and his reputation as unquestionable. She stated 
although WALDRON was not the athletic type, he was nevertheless 
a masculine person. 


Mrs. HEISER advised she had no knowledge of any as- 
sociation between WALTER WILSON JENKINS and ROBERT EARL WALDRON 
and the name JENKINS was unfamiliar to her, except for newspaper 
accounts she has been reading tae 
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Mrs. J. B. GAREY, 416 South Beckham Street, advised 
she is employed as a teacher at the Federal Institute of 
Business, Tyler, and has been so employed since 1940. She 
stated ROBERT EARL WALDRON was a former student of hers, and 
she taught him shorthand in school. She described WALDRON as 
an individual with a gregarious persanality, and one who was 
able to get along well with others. She stated WALDRON was 
effeminate and was not what one would call a masculine-type 
individual. She described WALDRON as a “sissy”, who preferred 
to converse with the school teachers rather than fellow students. 
She stated although WALDRON was effeminate in his mannerisms, she 
had no knowledge of any abnormal sexual tendencies he might have 
had. She stated she had no knowledge as to any homosexual ten- 
dencies of WALDRON and concluded by stating WALDRON was “a sissy 
but well liked by the other students". She stated to the best 
of her knowledge, WALDRON's morals, character, and reputation 
were above reproach. 


Mrs. CAREY advised she knew of no association between 
ROBERT EARL WALDRON and WALTER WILSON JENKINS. 
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JACK D, CHELF, 1729 North Carlyle, an employee of the 
Tyler Pipe and Foundry, Swann, Texas, furnished the following 
information: | 


He attended the Federal Institute of Business, Tyler, 
Texas, from September, 1944, until October, 1945. He recalled 
a few of the fellow-students but was unable to recall ROBERT EARL 
WALDRON. . | 


He suggested THOMAS O, DOWELL and JOHN M. FLORENCE , 
both former students of this school, as individuals who might 
recall WALDRON. 
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JOHN M, FLORENCE, Route 5, Box 57, Tyler, Texas, an 
employee of Tyler Pipe and Foundry Company, Tyler, Texas, fur- 
nished the following information: 


He attended the Federal Institute of Business in Tyler 
from the summer of 1944 to the fall of 1945. He recalls ROBERT 
E, WALDRON, as WALDRON began school a day or so after he did, 
and further, there were six or less male students in this school 
at that time. WALDRON was a good student, was very quiet and 
reserved, He did not associate with the other male students, 
but did not appear effeminate. He knew nothing at all about 
WALDRON's social or home life nor who his associates were and 
only saw him in class for a period of a few months. He stated 
he does not believe WALDRON was dating any of the girls at the 
school, nor did he appear to be associating with them. He 
stated he heard no unfavorable information concerning WALDRON 
during the few months they attended the Federal Institute of 
Business together and has not seen or heard anything seta WALDRON 

, Since that time, 
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THOMAS O, DOWELL, 2605 Maplewood, Tyler, Texas, a 
salesman for Jefferson Standard Life Insurance Company, Tyler, 
furnished the following information: 


He attended Federal Institute of Business, Tyler, 
from September, 1944, to March, 1945. He recalls fellow- 
students by the mmes FERRIS J. RENFRO and JACK CHELF and be- 
lieves he recalls a student by the name of ROBERT E. WALDRON. 
He has no independent recollection of WALDRON other than his 
name is familar. 
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Mr. FERRIS J. RENFRO, 724 South Augusta, an employee 
of ler Bank and Trust Company, Tyler, Texas, furnished the 
foll wing information: 


He attended the Federal Institute of Business, Tyler, 
Texas, from the fall of 1944 to the fall of 1945, He recalled 
a few of his llow-students but is unable to recall anyone by 
the name of ROBERT EARL WALDRON. 
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Mr. JOE T. HUMPHRIES, 1805 Melba Drive, Tyler, Texas, 
an instructor at Robert E. Lee High School, Tyler, furnished 
the following information: 


He attended the Federal Institute of Business, Tyler, 
from October, 1946, to August, 1947. He recalled a few of the 
male students, but has no recollection whtsoever of a student 
by the name of ROBERT E. WALDRON. 
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JAMES EDWIN FORBIS, 1403 South Stratton, Attorney 
at Law, advised he knew ROBERT WALDRON at the University of 
Texas from about 1951 to 1955. He said that as he recalls, 
WALDRON was already at the University, when he arrived in 1951 
and cannot recall if WALDRON graduated before he did in June, 
1955. FORBIS said further that he resided at the Campus Guild 
Co-op and so did WALDRON; however, stated they did not reside 
in the same unit at the Co-op. 


FORBIS advised he was never closely associated wity 
WALDRON during the above period and has not seen or heard from 
WALDRON since 1955. 


FORBIS advised further thet during the period of 
time he kngw WALDRON at the University, that he would recommend 
WALDRON as to his loyalty, character and reputation. He 
stated that he did not know WALDRON's associates, except for 
persons living in the Campus Guild and had no reason to question 
any of these persons. 


FORBIS said WALDRON was a “very popular individual" 
while in school and was a past President of the Campus Guild 
Co-op. He said WALDRON worked for a law firm in Austin, name 
not recalled, during part of the time he was at the University. 
He said that WALDRON was also chairman of the Social Committee 
of the Co-op. 


FORBIS stated that WALDRON was “effeminate"in his 
appearance and in his opinion this was due to the fact that 
WALDRON was very thin, had an “underslung chin" and through 
absence of his upper front teeth. He said WALDRON had a 
"light-type" walk and was always dressed very proper in a, suit, 
shirt and tie, which was unusual at. the University. WALDRON 
said that because of his "effeminate" appearance there was much 
"kidding" behind WALDRON's back about him being “fruity”. How- 
ever FORBIS stated there was never brought to his attention any 
indication, fact or rumor, that WALDRON was a homosexual or had 
homosexual tendencies. 


FORBIS said that he does not know WALTER W. JENKINS 
or have any personal knowledge of any association between 
WALDRON and WALTER JENKINS. 
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SYBIL ZINN, Office Manager, J. B. Sedberry Company, 
Tyler, Texas, advised that company was known as the Jay-Beeé 
Manufacturing Company ia 1947, and aes to that for about six 
months as Glasco Company. She stated that ROBERT EARL WALDRON 
was employed as a bookkeeper by the cotiba ny from January, 1947 
to November, 1947.at $200.00 per month with Social Security ~ 
Number listed as 467~-30-3725, and residence as Box 141, Arp, 
Texas. She stated, there was no one presently employed in the 
company that was émployed at that time, but stated she knew 
WALDRON as he used to return there in the summertime to visit. 
She stated she knew him through the sister of OWEN HAMBRICK 
who is now principal of the school in Arp, Texas, and that she was 
very friendly with HAMBRICK'S sister, Mrs. JAKE STILES of 1320 
South Wall Street in Tyler, Texas. She stated she believes Mrs. 
STILES also knows WALDRON quite well. 


She stated her records do not reflect any application 
for WALDRON. She stated WALDRON has not been to Tyler to visit 
at the company since approximately 1957. She stated that WALDRON 
apparently traveled quite a bit during the summertime when he was 
not going to school, She stated she considered him a sissy because 
he was always collecting silverware, china, lace, gnd things 
of that type which she did not consider very manly. She stated 
she actually considered him effeminate because of this, but stated 
she knew of no homosexual tendencies. She stated WALDRON had more 
lace, silverware, and china than most stores, She stated the only 
person that would probably know WALDRON would be OWEN HAMBRICK 
and his sister, Mrs. JAKE STILES. 


Mrs. ZINN advised that ROBERT WALDRON attended a school 
in Chicago, Illinois, for court reporters sometime between 1952 
and 1954, and believes he had a roommate, but does not know who 
the roommate was. She stated she does not know the name of the 
school nor the dates of his attendance, but that it was between 
1952 and 1954, to the best of her recollection. 
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Date October 16, 1964 


Mrs. HARRY C. (HATTIE) MALLETT, 518 Douglas 
Boulevard, advised Mr. and Mrs. CARL WALDRON have resided 
next to her since December, 1960, when they moved into the 
house at 512 Douglas Boulevard, which they had built. She 
stated while building this house, they lived on the street 
behind her at 432 Buford Avenue for six months. 


She stated Mr. WALDRON is retired and the WALDRONs 
have three children: a daughter, Mrs. BENJAMIN B, JOHNSON, 
2920 Keaton, Tyler, Texas; a son, WAYNE WALDRON of Arp, Texas, 
who works as a carpenter in Tyler for BERT PHAFF; and a son, 
ROBERT EARL WALDRON, who works for Congressman PICKLE in 
Washington, D. C. 


She stated she last saw ROBERT EARL WALDRON when 
he visited his family in Tyler the weekend of October 10, 
1964, and believes that his previous visit to Tyler was at 
Christmas, 1963. She states he spends most of his time in 
Washington, D. C., but when she saw him last weekend, he 
stated he would spend this next weekend at the ranch of 
President JOHNSON in Texas. 


She stated ROBERT EARL WALDRON is single and to 
the best of her knowledge has never been married. She stated 
he is a person of excellent moral character and a loyal American 
citizen and a perfect gentleman. 


She stated that prior to moving to Tyler, Texas, 
Mr. and Mrs. CARL WALDRON and their family lived in Arp, 
Texas. She stated she does not know WALTER JENKINS and 
does not know if ROBERT EARL WALDRON knows him.

JIMMY E. WILKINSON, 504 Douglas Boulevard, advised 
there is an elderly retired couple residing two doors from 
him at 512 Douglas Boulevard, but he does not know their names 
or anything about them or their family, if they have one,

Mrs. W. W. HINDS, 508 Douglas Boulevard, advised she 
has known Mr. and Mrs. CARL WALDRON since they moved next door 
to her about four years ago. She stated they are fine people 
and have two sons and one daughter, but their names are unknown 
to her. She stated one of the sons works in Washington, D. C., 
and the other son and daughter reside in or near Tyler, Texas. 
She stated she has heard from Mrs. WALDRON that the son who 
works in Washington, D. C., is single. She stated she believes 
the WALDRON family came to Tyler from Arp, Texas. 
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V. S. ENLOE, 200 East How Street, Tyler, advised he 
formerly resided at 442 Buford Street, Tyler. He advised he 
and his wife moved to the Buford Street address in approxi- 
mately October, 1959, and remained there for approximately 
six to eight months, moving sometime in the summer of 1960. 

He advised he does not recall ROBERT EARL WALDRON ever re- 
siding on Buford Street and never heard of him. He advised he 
could not recall any other residents on Buford Street when he 
resided there. 
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A check was made of the City Directories for mrien. 
Texas, for the years 1947 to 1963 inclusive, which reflected 
the address of 411 South Oakland was not listed except for the 
years 1950 and 1952. The City Directory for 1950 reflected 
411 South Oakland was occupied by Mrs. GRACE GIBSON, the 1952 
directory reflecting this address to be occupied by R. R. 
WEATHERTON (Contractor). 


The City Directories for 1947 through 1963 reflected 
the address of 421 South Oakland to be occupied by Mrs. B, T, 
WALTERS, 
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Mrs. B. T. WALTERS, 421 South Oakland, was interviewed 
and advised she has :esided at this address since 1925. She 
stated she knows noe one by the name of ROBERT E, WALDRON or 
anyone else with the name of WALDRON, She advised she knows 
everyone that has resided in this immediate area but that the 
area mainly consists of businesses at the present time, 
inasmuch as most of the residences were torn down. Mrs. WALTERS 
stated there was a house located at 411 South Oakland for many 
years, but that this house was torn down approximately ten 
years ago. She recalled Mr. and Mrs. GIBSON residing at this 
address, but stated that both of these persons are deceased, 
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WILBUR PROPES, Postmaster, Arp, Texas, and a resident 
of Arp since 1940, stated that CARL "and ANNIE WALDRON lived 
approximately one mile south of Arp (Smith County), from some- 
time prior to 1940 to about 1956, when they moved to Henderson, 
Texas, for approximately four years and then moved to Tyler, Texas, 
in about 1960, He stated CARL WALDRON, while in Arp, was employed 
by the railroad, 


PROPES recalled the WALDRON children, RO =e WAYNE 
and MILDRED, who all attended public schools in Arf He recalled 
that ROBERT WALDRON later attended the University of Texas. PROPES 
added that to the best of his recollection, ROBERT WALDRON was 
never employed at Arp, Texas, 


PROPES said ROBERT, his brother and sister and parents 
enjoyed an excellent character and reputation while in Arp. 


PROPES said that Dr. J. R. DICKSON (deceased) was their 
family doctor and lived in Arp, Texas. He said that ROBERT WALDRON 
gave the appearance of being somewhat effeminate in his manner, 
but indicated nothing derogatory or unfavorable was ‘meant by this 
statement, 
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OWEN HAMBRICK, Route 1, Arp, Texas, stated he has 
resided at Arp all of nis life except from 1958 to 1959, at 
which time he became principal of the Arp High School. 


HAMBRICK stated he has know the WALDRON family 
practically all of his life and was also well-acquainted with 
the WALDRON children, WAYNE, ROBERT, amd MILDRED, HAMBRICK 
stated he was not a close associate of amy of the WALDRON 
children because they were several years older. 


HAMBRICK recalled that CARL amd ANNIE WALDRON moved 
to Henderson, Texas, in the mid-1950's and then in about 1960, 
moved to Tyler, Texas, where they still reside. HAMBRICK re-~ 
called that ROBERT WALDRON was a very popular student while 
attending the Arp Public Schools and considered his character 
and reputation excellent, 


HAMBRICK explained that ROBERT WALDRON gave the 
appearance of being a sissy because of his interest in 
needlework taught to him by his mother. He recalled that 
ROBERT never liked to fish or hunt and was usually with his 
mother or sister; however, HAMBRICK stated he thought ROBERT 
was normal in all of his activities and makeup. 


HAMBRICK said ROBERT WALDRON is still a close friend 
of J, R, and RUTH COOK, Arp; Texas, and has usually visited them 
on his infrequent trips back to Ar Texas, during the past 15 
years or so, HAMBRICK stated that ERT also wisited his brother 
WAYNE and his grandmother, BEATRICEAWALDRON, both Atpstexaa. on 
his trips back to Arp. HAMBRICK ated that to the best of his 
recollection, ROBERT WALDRON has no other close associates 
remaining in Arp. 


HAMBRICK stated he did not recall the name of the 
WALDRON family doctor unless it was Dr. J, R. DICKSON (deceased), 
a former Arp resident, HAMBRICK added that the COOKs went t ; 
Corsicana, Texas, today on business, 
HAMBRICK added that ROBERT WALDRON is a graduate of %y 
the Arp High School and also of the University of Texas, He stated 
ROBERT then attended a court reporters school in Chicago, Illinois, 
but did not recall the name of the school or the dates he attended

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ROBERT ODELL TALIAFERRIO, Clerk, U. S. Post Office, 
Arp, Texas, and a resident of Arp, Texas, all of his life, 
Said he attended Arp Public Schools with the children of CARL 
and ANNIE WALDRON who resided at the south end of Arp. TALIAFERRIO 
Stated the WALDRONsS moved to Arp about 1934,and in about 1955 or 
1956, moved to Henderson, Texas, and then approximately four years 
ago they moved to Tyler, Texas, 


TALIAFERRIO said he went to school with WAYNE WALDRON 
at Arp and ROBERT,at that time, was in one of the lower grades 
of the school, He stated the character and reputation of the 
WALDRONs, including ROBERT , were very good while they resided in 
Arp. He stated that ROBERT WALDRON left this community in about 


TALIAFERRIO stated ROBERT WALDRON, to his knowledge, 
has never been married, but is normal in every respect. He 
recalled that ROBERT WALDRON gives the appearance of being a 
Sissy, and while in the Arp Public Schools associated more with 
girls than with boys. TALIAFERRIO added that he meant nothing 
unfavorable by this statement except that ROBERT did have a 
tendency to be with his mother or sister more than with other 
boys while attending school in Arp. He added that at the time 
ROBERT was born his mother had wanted a girl, and probably for 
that reason had taught ROBERT how to crochet and embroider. 


Se ee eee 
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Mrs, RUTH KIRKHAM, 311 McNee Drive, Henderson, Texas, 
said she has resided at this address for the past twelve years 
and recalled that CARL and ANNIE WALDRON and son WAYNE, 
resided at 306 McNee Drive from about 1954 or 1955 to 1960, 
when they moved to Tyler, Texas. She said the character 
and reputation of the WALDRONs were excellent amd he has met 
their daughter MILDRED and son, KUBERT on several occasions. 


Mrs. KIRKHAM recalled that ROBERT is presently 
employed by a Congressman and while the parents resided in 
this neighborhood, he occasionally came to visit them for a 
day or two or perhaps a few days. Mrs, KIRKHAM said she 
knows practically nothing about ROBERT except that he is a 
bachelor and resides in Washington, D, C. She said she 
knows nothing about his character and reputation or personal 
habits. 
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Mrs. LORENE (BILL) BUMPASS, 313 McNee Drive, 
Henderson, Texas, said she has resided at this address for 
the past twelve years and recalled that Mr. and Mrs. CARL WALDRON 
and son, WAYNE, resided at 306 McNee Drive from about 1955 
to 1960. She said WAYNE married during this time and presently 
lives in Arp, Texas. She said the WALDRONs enjoyed a very 
good reputation while residing in this neighborhood. 


Mrs. BUMPASS said she has met ROBERT WALDRON on 
several occasions while his parents were living here, but 
knows very little or nothing of his personal habits. She 
said Mrs, WALDRON told her on several occasions that her son, 
ROBERT, liked to "piddle around the house" and also liked to 
cook, sew and do needle work. She advised according to Mrs. 
WALDRON, ROBERT was also interested in interior decorating, 
garden club work and flower arrangements. 


Mrs, BUMPASS said ROBERT appeared to be a little 
on the "sissy" or "feminine" side in his mannerisms, but 
did not believe this was unfavorable. She added that ROBERT 
at one time dated a girl in Arp, Texas, for several years but 
did not recall her name and believes they broke up several 
years ago. 
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ROBEF.T VENTRESS, 308 McNee Drive, Henderson, Texas, 
said he and his wife have resided at this address for the 
past ten years ais recalled that CARL WALDRON and his wife 
and son WAYNE, resided next door at 306 McNee Drive from 
about 1955 to 1959 or 1960 when they moved to Tyler, Texas. 
VENTRESS said the character and reputation of the WALDRONs

VENTRESS recalled meeting ROBERT on several occasions 
when he came home to visit his parents, but knows very little 
about him except that he was employed for a U. S. Congressman, 
and liked to entertain.

with their children, including ROBERT WALDRON, who is now 
employed by a U. S. Congressman. COOK said ROBERT's parents 
moved to Henderson, Texas in about 1954 and moved to Tyler, 

Texas in 1960, where they still reside. He said that ROBERT 

has never been employed in Arp, Texas, and has not lived in 

Arp since about 1946 or 1947. 


COOK said that the reputation and character of 
ROBERT, to his knowledge,are excdlent and he knows nothing 
unfavorable concerning ROBERT, He explained that ROBERT in 
his youth, while residing at Arp, Texas, performed household 
chores because his mother was sick at times. 
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Mrs. RUTH (JAMES GREEN)\\COOK, Post Office Box 51, 
Arp, Texas, said she has been acquagintéd with an 
MAE WALDRON since they moved to Arp} Texas, in about 1933 
or 1934. She said the character and reputation of the WALDRONs, 
including their children, have been excellent in the

Mrs. COOK said that ROBERT WALDRON, while sti 
boy, learned to cook and keep house because his mother was 
sick at times and also at that time learned to do needlework. 
She said that he sometimes appears to be somewhat of a sissy 
in his mannerisms but to her knowledge is quite normal in 
his personal habits. She said ROBERT played with both boys 
and girls while attending the public school in Arp and has 
never questioned his personal habits, character and reputation. 


She said ROBERT occasionally makes short visits to 
Arp, Texas, to visit her and her husband, his grandmother 
BEATRICE WALDRON and his brother WAYNE, who still resides 
in Arp, Texas. 


Mrs. COOK said ROBERT graduated from the Arp Public 
High School, then attended the Federal Institute (a business 
school) in Tyler, Texas, and believes he attended a school 
in Chicago for a short period. He then came back to Texas to 
attend the Texas University in Austin. 


Mrs. COOK said that once or twice ROBERT has brought 
his date to their residence in Arp while he was visiting her 
but did not recall the name of his girl friends. Mrs. COOK 
concluded by saying that she has a very high regard for ROBERT 
and his parents and knows of no derogatory information concerning 
the WALDRON family, including ROBERT. 


Mrs. COOK stated that her son ROBERT 8S. COOK, age 25 
and single, presently resides at 102 E. 35th Street, New York 
City and employed as a fashion designer (name of employer unknown), 
He was a good friend of ROBERT WALDRON even though her son 
was several years younger than ROBERT WALDRON. 
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MRS, ZONETTA STILES, Arp Club Lake, advised she knows 

ROBERT EARL WALDRON, imasmuch as he formerly attended school in 
Arp, and was a constant visitor in her home. She described WALDRON 
as an extremely effeminate individual, who constantly dressed in 

a peculiar manner, She stated his mannerisms and his speech 
reflected he was not a masculine person but was regarded by herself 
and others as being a "sissy". She stated however, she has no 
knowledge as to whether WALDRON may have homosexual tendencies, 
She explained she has not seen him in over twelve years. She 
explained WALDRON was of above-average intelligence and relied 
upon a gregarious personality to get along with others, 


MRS, STILES stated her brothers OWEN HAMRICK, Principal, 
Arp High School and CALVERT HAMRICK, 1719 Plymouth, Irving, Texas, 
were well acquainted with WALDRON and would probably be able to 
furnish information regarding his character and traits. 


MRS. STILES stated BOB COOK, whose parents, RUTH and 
J. G. COOK, live in Arp, Texas, was a very close associate of 
WALDRON and is presently employed as a dress designer in New York 
City, address unknown, 


She advised she knew of no association between WALDRON 
and WALTER JENKINS, 
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CALVER MRICK, 1719 Plymouth, advised he was born 
and reared near /Arp\ Texas, and while he\was growing up, he 
resided about one-half mile from ROBERT RL WALDRON.

WALDRON went to high school in Arp while HAM ICcK 

went to Salem High School. 


When they were children, he would visit WALDRON 
frequently and WALDRON would visit him. They went to Sunday 
School and church together. 


WALDRON was effeminate in his speech and mannerisms, 
although he has never had knowledge of any homosexual activity 
on the part of WALDRON, While growing up, WALDRON rarely went 
with girls, and was not the type of person to take part in 
sports, or go hunting with other boys. 


He heard sometime ago that BOB COOK, who was also 
reared in Arp, moved to Washington, D. C., to accept a modeling 
job, after WALDRON moved there, and rumors at Arp were to the 
effect that WALDRON had persuaded COOK to join him in Washington. 
COOK was also an effeminate-type person and was reportedly a 
close associate of WALDRON. 


HAMRICK explained that he was older than COOK or 
WALDRON and had moved away from Arp several years ago, which 
was before they had finished high school. 


He has had no association of any kind with WALDRON 
or COOK since leaving Arp.

On 10/18/64 Mr. ROBERT C. GOETZ, 2537 Queen Anne's 
Lane, N.W., Washington, D. C., advised SAs JAMES E. RITTER and 
JOHN R. ALE that he became acquainted with ROBERT WALDRON through 
MARGARET HODGES, a secretary in the office of President JOHNSON, 
then U.S. Senator. He stated that this was around the Summer 
of 1959. He went on to relate that he met many people who worked 
in Mr. JOHNSON's office through his dates with Miss HODGES. He © 
had periodic contact with ROBERT WALDRON from the Summer of 1959 
until September, 1961. His contact was usually at parties attended 
by Mr. JOHNSON's staff.‘ Around February or March, 1961, he said 
ROBERT WALDRON moved into his apartment at 2537 Queen Anne's 
Lane, N.W., and lived there until about September, 1961, or the 
time Congress adjourned. Mr. GOETZ explained that his residen 
at this address has an apartment on the first floor which he 
rents and that on the second floor _ég=hbewpesidenme are the 
ving quarters for his apartment and in this apartment there 
are tw6" bedrooms. He stated that when WALDRON lived there he 
had his.own bedroom. © “He said that WALDRON is somewhat effeminate. 
He explained that WALDRON dresses unusually in that he wears 
very ~ 1ted shoes, rather natty suits and silk vests.

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GOETZ stated that MARGARET HODGES asked him whether 
or not he thought WALDRON might be a homosexual because other 
individuals on Capitol Hill had asked her the same question. 
He stated that he can honestly say that WALDRON never made any 
overt act of any sort towards him and that he was unaware of 
WALDRON's making such an overt act towards anyone else whom 
he, GOETZ, knew. | 


GOETZ stated that WALDRON and Mr. JOHNSON were very 
close when Mr. JOHNSON was in the Senate and also after Mr. ~ 
JOHNSON became Vice President of the United States. He said 
that Mr. JOHNSON came by his apartment several different times 
in the company of his private secretary, MARY MARGARET WILEY, 
now Mrs VALENTI, to get WALDRON. He explained that WALDRON 
actually served as a valet to Mr. JOHNSON and as an escort for 
Mrs. VALENTI. He said that WALDRON was working as the adminis- 
trative aide to Congressman THORNEBERRY, now a judge in Texas, 
at the time, but would frequently have parties which Mr. JOHNSON 
would attend, as well as accompany him on -business trips. 


He further explained that 
when he first met WALDRON through MARGARET HODGES, in the 
Summer of 1959, WE WALDRON and JIM WILLIAMS, a member of Mr. 
JOHNSON's staff, were living together, to the best of his knowl- 


As a result, GOETZ stated that WALDRON was very close 
s somewhere near Capitol Hill.

Texas Delegation, that JIM WILLIAMS impressed him”%S having 
effeminate characteristics. These characteristics in WILLIAMS 
Se not as evident, however, as those in WALDRON. In all 


| GOETZ stated that of all the people he met at the 


fairness to each individual, GOETZ stated that again he did not 
know of any circumstance where these two individuals might have 
made an overt act of homosexuality. He never heard anything 
derogatory toward them in this connection. He only knew that 
people had talked about WALDRON because WALDRON did have 
effeminate characteristics: le stated. YiRtphOW operated fn a 
much higher circle than did WILLIAMS. It was GOETZ' impression 
that WILLIAMS was a lower echelon employee on JOHNSON's staff 
and that WILLIAMS was not as well acquainted with Mr. JOHNSON 
as WALDRON. In fact, GOETZ felt WILLIAMS became embittered by 
the fact that he did not belong to the inner circle of friends 


on Mr. JOHNSON's staff.

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GOETZ stated that he met WALTER JENKINS at one of 
the parties but that JENKINS was not usually in the same 
circle as was WALDRON, and the other people whom he, GOETZ, 
met at social functions. He remarked, however, that he lenssenk 
WALDRON had to be very close to JENKINS as WALDRON was very — 
close to the top people on Mr. JOHNSON's staff. He stated 
WALDRON was very close to Mr. JOHNSON and Mrs. JOHNSON. 


In fact, WALDRON could say things to Mr. JOHNSON 
concerning his dress that no one else would dare to say. As 
an example he pointed out that he would make a severe criti- 
cism of Mr. JOHNSON's necktie and that Mr. JOHNSON would 
accept his criticism and let WALDRON select the proper tie 
for him. He understands that WALDRON even bought Mr. JOHNSON 
some suits on a trip to London, England. GOETZ added that he 
is sure that Mr. JOHNSON had a good deal of respect for WALDRON 
and felt sure that WALDRON was a perfectly normal person.

GOETZ stated that he suggested that WALDRON buy his 
own place as it was foolish for him to pay rent since WALDRON 
wanted to stay in the Washington, D. C., area. GOETZ stated 
that he does not recall making the statement that he made 
WALDRON move out of his apartment because he was a homosexual | 
but that he may have referred to WALDRON in that light to 
MARGARET HODGES since they had discussed this possibility due 
to WALDRON's characteristics. 


GOETZ stated that he had a conversation with WALDRON 
on one occasion in which they discussed women and that WALDRON 
indicated to him that he had had —euey a few affairs with 
women during World War II and that WALDRON said he did not enjoy 
them. GOETZ said that he noticed that WALDRON did not look 
upon women in the same light that the normal man would. He 
stated that WALDRON was frequently in the company of women and 
served as the escort for Mrs. VALENTI on business trips with Mr. 
JOHNSON as well as other duties such as being a male secretary, 
serving as personal valet to Mr. JOHNSON, but that his associa- 


tions with women were always more or petite in connection with the 


Texas Delegation and business matters.

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WALDRON, GOETZ said, never discussed business and was 
very discreet ‘concerning his duties on Capitol Hill and his 
association with Mr. JOHNSON and his staff. WALDRON impressed 
him as a very dedicated, sincere, hard-working individual. 
GOETZ was unaware of anything that would reflect adversely on 
WALDRON's character, associates, reputation and loyalty and, 
based on his knowledge of WALDRON, would recommend him for a 
position of trust. 


GOETZ mentioned that his contact with JAMES WILLIAMS 
was extremely limited. He could only recall meeting WILLIAMS 
at some of the parties held by the Texas Delegation which he 
attended. 


Since 1961, when WALDRON moved out of his apartment, 
GOETZ said his contact with him has been practically nil. He 
can only recall speaking to WALDRON on the telephone about two 
or three times since WALDRON bought his own place. 


GOETZ stated that the name RICHARD THOMAS BRANFIELD 
or BRANFIELD THOMAS was not familiar to him. 


GOETZ stated that his brother, GEORGE J. GOETZ, JR., 
was a former SA of the FBI who resigned in 1962 and that he 
would gladly cooperate with the FBI if he could be of any 
assistance to them in any way.

For many years, this camp was operated as a summer 
recreational area for emotionally disturbed children. It 
was subsequently transferred to the Presbyterian Church of 
the Chicago, Illinois area, who presently own it. 


In 1949, she was empl as a cook at the camp. 
She recalls a BOB WALDRON, a tall, thin employee from Texas. 
He was employed during one summer in about 1949, as a secretary 
keeping records at the camp during that period when the camp 
had problem children there. She believes that later on he 
worked in Washington for a Senator from Texas, but that 
Senator's identity is unknown, although he is not recalled as 
the current President of the United States. 


WALDRON is recalled as a very nice young man who 
was wll liked by everyone. He had a good sense of humor. 
He was more “effeminate than masculine." At least he gave 
that appearance. This was because of his very slender build 
and not because of any mannerisms that he had that were 
effeminate or because of his conduct. She recalled that he, 
as did the other counsellors, wore shorts but that he starched 
his so stiff that people teased him about this. Having a good 
sense of humor, however, he replied in kind. WALDRON worked 
Only with records and had no working relationship with other 
emp - These other employees were 25 or so college 
students who were employed as counsellors as well as two or 
three maintenance employees and four cooks. WALDRON would 
have worked under Mrs. JOHN HAISMA, a bookkeeper, in keeping 
the records for the psychiatrists who used to come from 
Chicago to spend a day or a half a day about once per week.

She does recall that he was interested in historical 
things such as antiques. He was a little “effeminate” in 
that he was not real masculine. He was not over effeminate, 
however, and never did anything that she thought wrong. She 
recalled him as being “tied to his mother's apron strings" | 
and has the recollection that he had no father or brothers. 
She does not recall a close attachment at the camp with 
ps tyr. boy or girl. She said that she has worked in 

ldren's camps most of her life and has frequently known 
employees who are homosexuals and she recalls nothing really 
which would suggest this was true of WALDRON except for her 
comment above that he was more effeminate than masculine.

law school to obtain B.B.A. Records University of Texas revéal 
no disciplinary action against WALDRON while student at 
University, Records reflect WALDRON employed 1/1/47 through 
June 1948 by Jay=-Bee Manufacturing Company, Tyler, Texas. 

1949 secretary to Vice President, Encyclopedia Britannica, 

and 1950 secretary to GUSTAVE NEUBERG, both Chicago, Illinois. 
September 1950 secretary to law firm Austin, Texas, and 1951=52 
instructor Nixon Clay Business College, Austin, University 
records reveal WALDRON attended Federal Institute 1944, 

Tyler, Texas, and Gregg College, Chicago, Illinois, 1948-49, 

M. K. WOODWARD, Professor of Law, University of Texas, described 
WALDRON as personable, accommodating, hard working and satisfactory 
student, but knew nothing concerning WALDRON that would not — 
be good, Other professors Law School either could not recall 
WALDRON or did not know him well enough to express an 

opinion. Mrs. DAN PHILLIPS, co-owner, Nixon Clay Business 
College, ROBERT M. McGINNIS, Attorney, former employers of 
WALDRON at Austin, Texas, and Honorable JAKE J. PICKLE, 
Congressman, 10th Congressional District, Austin, present 
employer, spoke well of WALDRON and had no derogatory information, 
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J. M. PATTERSON, J. C. KELLAM, General Manager, Texas 
Broadcasting Corporation, JAKE JACOBSEN, Attorney, all 
Austin, Texas, and associates of WALDRON, describe : 
WALDRON to be of excellent character, no question regarding 
his loyalty to United States and no derogatory information, 
Mrs. CARL BREDT, secretary to U. S. Federal District Judge 
HOMER THORNBERRY, Austin, stated that WALDRON has “homosexual 
tendencies", is “effeminate” and enjoys “homosexual things" 
and has a “mother complex", She advised WALDRON has many 
women friends but does not date much, which is "damaging 
evidence” to her that he may bev@ homosexual, Mrs. BREDT 
has no definite information that WALDRON is a homosexual, 
WENDAL LEE PHILLIPS, Assistant Vice President of Capital 
National Bank, Austin, Texas, advised that WALDRON was very 
effeminate looking, frail, wore tight pants, and was 
interested in flowers and numerous cultural subjects, 

but he observed no overt indication that WALDRON might 

be a homosexual until 1962, WALDRON made advances to 
PHILLIPS in 1962 and again in 1963 in Washington, D.C., 
playing with PHILLIPS’ body and his genitals. WALDRON 
implied in conversation with PHILLIPS that it was out of 
his control and that he had always been attracted more. 

by men than women, and that he had no desire to marry. 
PHILLIPS did not recall whether WALDRON actually said 

he was a homosexual, but certainly implied it, Most of

He 
stated that WALDRON had preyiously been employed as 
an administsative assistant by former Congressman 
HOMER THORNBERRY. Congressman PICKLE said that he 
kept basically the same staff that THORNBERRY had because 
he, PICKLE, was new at the job. He said WALDRON 
is a very capable persom and has been a great deal 
of help to his, PICKLE’s, office. 


He stated that WALDRON is highly artistic 
and is an effeminate person who has a great deal of 
appreciation for music and also antiques. 


Mr. PICKLE stated that when he and his, 
PICKLE's, wife arrived in Washington in January, 1964, 
he stayed at WALDRON’s home during the month of January, 
1964. He stated that when his, PICKLE'’s, wife returned 
to Austin, he, PICKLE, movedinto the Coronet Hotel 
where he, PICKLE, remained until June, 1964. In 
Juné, 1964, Mrs. PICKLE returned to Washington and 
Congréssman PICKLE and his wife resided at WALDRON's 
home from June, 1964, to August, 1964. He stated that 
Mrs. PICKLE returned to Austin in August, 1964, and he, 
PICKLE, stayed in WALDRON's home from August until 
September, 1964. He stated that he has heen around 
WALDRON a great deal and has knowledge of all of his 
friends and he has never had any reason to suspect 
WALDRON’s morals. He said that WALDRON is pleasant, 
considerate, and a good worker. He stated that he 
has heen a gentleman at all gatherings where he, 
PICKLE, hac been present. 


Congressman PICKLE said that WALDRON has 
created some comment in view of his, WALDRON's, effeminate 
characteristics, but no one has ever mentioned WALDRON's 
morals. He said WALDRON is well liked by top officials 
in Washington because he is quick, experienced, takes 
Shorthand rapidly and types very fast. He stated

Mr. PICKLE stated that he has never observed 
any unususl association between WALTER JENKINS and 
WALDRON.

Mr. JACOBSEN said WALDRON is somewhat 
effeminate, very friendly, and very nice. He stated 
that he, WALDRON, has been very helpful to other 
administrative assistants in Washington D. C. and seems 
to have thé respect of people.

He stated that WALDRON purchased a home in 
Washington D. C. amd hed at completely furnished. He 
said that WALDRON is interested in antiques, music, 
ant bas an appreciation for art, 


He related that he has never seen any 
UBUsUaRL aBSOciation between WALDRON and WALTER JENKINS. 
He stated that he has never had any reason to question 
WALORON's loyalty to the United States, his integrity, 
or Bis morals.

Mre. CARL BREDT, 2320 Hartford Road, Austin, 
Texas, Secretary to U. S. District Judge HOMER THORNBERRY, 
was interviewed and statec that she met BOR WALDRON 
about thirteen vears ago when he was a student at 
The University of Texas, and was emploved part-time 
by the law firm of POWELL, WIRTZ, RAUHUT, and GIDEON. 
The firm dissolwed several years ago due to the death 
of three of the members of the firm. Ms. BREDT  . 
stated she was also employed as a secretary by the 
law firm and met WALDRON at this time, 


Mrs. BREDT presumed that the FBI investigation 
was concerned as to whether WALDRON is a homosexual 
or mot. She volunteered that BOB has "homosexual 
tendencies”, is “effeminate”, and enjovs “homosexual 
things’ and nes a “mother complex’, She added 
that he bas many women friends bit doesn't date 
much, which is “damaging ewidense”® to her that 
he may be a homosexual, Mos BREDT stated that she 
concluded this from observations she has drawn from 
the knowledge her husband related to her which he 
learned while he was employed as Dean of Men at 
The University of Texas. She stated that ber 
husband had dealings in his work with persens 
having homosexual tendencies and referred to the 
above signs aS identifying marks of a person having 
homesexual tendencies, Mrs. BREOT stated that she 
has no definite information that BOP is a homosexual 
and has peard of no definite homosexual activity 
on his part. She stated she has heard secretaries 
in Judge THORNBERRY’s office refer to WALDRON 
as having “homosexual tendencies", Mrs. BREDT 
eould recall no particular person who had made 
these allegations regarding WALDRON. She added 
that WALDRON has always conducted himself as 
a “perfect gentleman” in her presence and volunteered 
that he escorted her to "an appreciation dinner" 
held in Austin, Texas, on the night of October 16, 
1964. Mrs. BREDT added that WALDRON is not an 
intimate friend but that she has “just seen him 
through the years."

Mr, PHILLIPS said he met ROBERT E, WALDRON in late 

1957 when WALDRON was Administrative Assistant to Congressman 
| (now Federal Judge) HOMER THORNBERRY At that time Congressman 
| THORNBERRY had his office in the Federal Building in Austin, 
| Texas, and Mr. PHILLIPS went to Mr. THORNBERRY's office to 
| invite him to make a speech before the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr, THORNBERRY was not in and Mr, PHILLIPS left a 
message about the speech invitation with WALDRON, 


Thereafter Mr. PHILLIPS said he saw WALDRON occasionally 
whén WALDRON would come into the bank to cash a check or trans= 
act other business, He said he may have taken WALDRON as a 
guest to the Junior Chamber of Commerce one time, 


In the latter part of 1961 and 1962, for an approximate 
six weeks period each year, WALDRON shared a house with Mr, 
PHILLIPS at 2323 Newfield Lane, Austin, Texas, while Congress 
was in adjournment and Mr. THORNBERRY and WALDRON were in 
Austin. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said that WALDRON was effeminate looking, 
frail;wore tight pants and was interested in flowers:and 
numerous’ cultural subjects but he observed no overt’ indication 
that WALDRON might be a homosexual until 1962, He said that 
the above characteristics did not seem particularly acaba 
to him at that time. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said-that in 1962,the last night that 
WALDRON occupied the house, PHILLIPS was sleeping in a double 
bed and WALDRON in a single bed in the same room, The room 
was very small and of necessity the two beds were in very close 
proximity to one another, That night after going to bed, 
WALDRON rolled to the edge of-his bed and closer to PHILLIPS! 
bed and put his arm across Mr, PHILLIPS' chest, He also kissed 
Mr, PHILLIPS on the cheek or shoulder, Mr. PHILLIPS said that 
he was suspicious of WALDRON but because of Mr. PHILLIPS’ total 
inexperience 
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in such matters he was not sure whether this was a homo-~ 
sexual approach or not. After about thirty minutes 
WALDRON desisted, The next morning WALDRON looked very 
fatigued as if he had not slept well that night, 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that thereafter he and WALDRON 
exchanged letters three or four times a year, 


In May, 1963, Mr. PHILLIPS went on two weeks Naval 
Reserve duty at Norfolk, Virginia, and thereafter had a 
week's vacation which he spent in Washington, D. C. He 
Said that WALDRON had a house on East Capitol, the number 
of which he believed was 912, He said WALDRON rented the 
basement apartment to some man, name unknown, and a room 
upstairs to another man, He thought this individual was a 
Government employee, He did not recall his last name but 
thought his first name was PAUL, 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that on the first night after 
Mr, PHILLIPS arrived that Mr. PHILLIPS shared a double 
bed with WALDRON. He said WALDRON began feeling of the 
upper part of Mr. PHILLIPS’ body and gradually let his hand 
creep toward Mr, PHILLIPS’ genitals, This was over a 
period of 45 minutes to an hour with brief interruptions 
when Mr, PHILLIPS would move away and try to avoid WALDRON, 
Mr, PHILLIPS said he was feigning sleep.When WALDRON finally 
touched Mr. PHILLIPS’ genitals, Mr. PHILLIPS asked, "BOB, 
do you know what you are doing?" WALDRON answered, "yes." 
Mr. PHILLIPS then saids"I had hoped you didn't," 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that WALDRON immediately desisted 
from any further approach and seemed very perturbed, There=- 
after they talked for a long time and WALDRON said he had 
had this problem as long as he could remember, He implied 
that it was out of his control and that he had always been 
attracted more by men than by women and that he had no 
desire ever to marry. He promised he would never approach 
Mr, PHILLIPS again in this manner, 


WALDRON also said that this was a physical ailment 
with him, Mr. PHILLIPS said he did not recall whether 
WALDRON actually said that he was a homosexual but he 
certainly implied it. He seemed worried for fear that this 
incident would terminate their friendship, 
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Mr, PHILLIPS said the following day in a telephone 
conversation WALDRON said that he was “worried to death" 
about this matter, He expressed fear that he might 
lose his position, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he stayed on with WALDRON for another 


six days and that WALDRON made no further approaches. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he feels sorry for WALDRON but does 
not know how to go about helping him. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he was interviewed by a Government 
investigator, whom he believes was with the Civil Service 
Commission , in November, 1963, and he told this investiga-~ 
tor virtually the same information as set out above, 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that several months after the 
interview WALDRON wrote that he knew that Mr. PHILLIPS had 
given information concerning him and he was afraid he would 
lose his position and have to move away from Washington. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he met three or four of WALDRON's 
friends in Washington, whom he suspected were homosexuals, 
As far as he knew, none of these persons were in Government 
service, He said WALDRON simply indicated these people 
were not homosexuals, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said that he may be able to locate 
the above mentioned letter from WALDRON at his home in 
Austin. He also advised that he desired to discuss this 
matter with his wife and family before reaching a decision 
as to whether to make a signed statement and whether he 
would be willing to testify in an official hearing,

Kimbell Johnson went on to state that he had the CSC 
investigator, Earl D. Haggerty, questioned telephonically on the 
evening of 10/17/64, and Haggerty"s recollection of the matter is 
fuzzy although Haggerty reportedly thinks he got the information 
primarily from Robert Goetz, a neighbor who contributed other 
information which was set forth in the CSC report. 


Kimbell Johnson added that he had conferred with CSC
